Checked 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


4 state Department of Education 


revealed Thursday part of its 
findings thus far in a study of 
the 418 school districts in the 
state. 


In 13 school districts studies, 


the department said, these de- 


- ficiencies were found: 


Twelve are operating on low 


or limited budgets and the 13th 
(Newport) has a large debt 
service millage that tends to 
* limit future expansion. 


Three of the 15 high schools 


have no principal. 


Fourteen of 23 elementary 


schools have no principal. 


Eight of the high schools have 


too few pupils for an adequate 
program. 


All schools need more super- 


visors. 


Ten of the districts do not 


0 have sufficient property tax to 


support adequate education pro- 
grams. 


Eight of the high schools do 


not offer courses in foreign 
languages or fine arts. 


The schools in the district re- 


port were Beedeville, Grubbs, 
Newport, Swifton, Tuckerman, 
Strawberry, Walnut Ridge, Im- 
jaoden, 
Lynn, Hoxie 
Egypt, 


Clover Bend and Black Rock, all 
9 in Jackson and Lawrence coun- 


ties. 


Tank Blast 
Leaves 18 
Still Missing 


ANACORTES, Wash. 
(AP)- 


An empty tanker exploded and 
sank only 15 miles from its 
destination early today off 
Whidbey Island in Puget Sound. 


Coast Guard rescue 
craft 


picked up 26 survivors, leaving 
18 of the 44-man crew from the 
tanker Bunker Hill unaccounted 
for. The s u r v i v o r s , badly 
burned and cut, were taken to 
hospitals here and at Whidbey 
Island Naval Air Station. 


Cause of the disaster is not 


yet known. 


A crewman, Sheldon Phillips 


of Seattle, said the 
504-foot 


tanker was bound for the Shell 
refinery at Anacortest from Ta- 
coma, Wash., when it was 
racked by a series of explosions 
shortly after 4 a.m. The vessel 
sank quickly about 15 miles 
from Anacortes and 80 miles 
north of Seattle. 


Phillips said he was washing 


tanks when the blast occurred 


John Caughlan, a Seattle ra- 


dio newsman, flying over the 
scene, in Rosario Strait, report- 
ed that debris was scattered 
over a wide area "and the ex- 
plosion must have been ter- 
rific." 


The Bunker Hill went down 


about two hours before dawn. 
Survival time in Puget Sound's 
frigid waters in the winter is 
estimated at little more than an 
hour. 


The tanker was owned by the 


Keystone Tankship Corp., Wil- 
mington, Del., and carried pet- 
roleum products for the Shell 
Oil Co.

American ships to discharge 
wheat in the Black Sea port of 
Odessa. 


Martin reported: "They are 


very interested 
in developing 


trade with the United States. 
They want trade agreemnts of 
th long-term variety." 


Martin said Kosygin told them 


the 
Soviet Union can supply 


anything that Western. Europe 
is sending the United States and 
at lower prices. 


Richard Funkhauser, 
U.S. 


Embassy economic counselor, 
accompanied the delegation to 
the Kremlin. 


Funkhauser said the Russians 


are 
especially 
interested in 


the sale of manufacturing li- 
censes to the United States. 


Kosygin indicated the Soviet 


government might also be in- 
terested in buying some licenses 
from the United States. He gave 
no specific example. 


The United States never has 


been enthusiastic about signing 
a government - to - government 
trade agreement. It feels trade 
is strictly a matter for private 
enterprise, provided the West- 
ern embargo on strategic items 
is not violated. 


However, Martin commented 


that he felt Kosygin's proposals 
are worth exploring. 


Martin said he understood 


Kosygin was the ranking gov- 
ernment official in Moscow at 
the moment.

Price Raises 
Reflected 
in Metals 


By SAM DAWSON 


AP Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP) - Metals 


have furnished most of the 
price rises accompanying the 
upturn in business in recent 
months. Many look for other 
basic commodities to follow suit 
after the economy has been suf- 
ficiently stimulated by the fed- 
eral income tax cuts. 


But the metals haven't wait- 


ed. Steel, aluminum, tin, lead, 
zinc, silver are some that have 
gone up of late, 


Much of their rise has been 


from previously weak positions 
so that today's prices often are 
well below historic peaks. But 
still further price boosts easily 
could be on tap if American in- 
dustry takes off on a sharper 
upturn as widely expected. New 
orders by manufacturers now 
pouring in spell higher demand 
for many metals. 


Pressures that caused price 


weakness in metals just a year 
ago are at the moment pretty 
well eased. These have includ- 
ed excess production facilities 
and high inventory of con- 
sumers. Still bothersome are 
lower - priced foreign metals. 
But this, too, is diminishing as 
demand rises elsewhere in the 
world and as foreign prices go 
higher, too. 


One factor that still remain; 


is competition. In many fields 
more than one metal now com- 
petes. 
Comparative 
prices 


sometimes can be the determin- 
ing factor in sales. Also, metals 
face competition from plastics 
glass, cement and wood foi 
many uses. And this has actec 
as a brake on price rises in the 
past, and will continue to be a 
factor in the future. 


But the demand picture foi 


most metals has 
brightenec 


steadily since last summer. 


Steel orders and product io 


continue to climb, with no let 
up sighted for several month 
at least. And selective increase 
on steel products have been an- 
nounced at intervals. 


Aluminum shipments have hit 


record levels. Price increases 
on its products and now on basic 


price is still below 1960 and 1961 
levels. Prices tumbled from 
these heights when the industry 
was plagued by rising capacity 
and declining demand. That has 
now changed at home and is 
changing abroad. 


Copper 
demand 
has 
also 


picked up smartly here and 
overseas. Credit goes to in- 
creased 
capital 
investment 


here and even more in other 
leading industrial nations. But 
copper companies have been 
particularly sensitive to compe- 
tition of other materials and 
have been loath to raise prices. 
In the United States the price 
has held at 31 cents a pound 
since May 
1961, its longest 


peace-time period of stability. 
Wage negotiations later 
this 


year may have an effect on 
both demand and prices. 


Soaring tin prices have led 


the U.S. government to release 
some of the metal from its de- 
fense stockpile to aid hard- 
pressed consumers. Much of the 
rise of tin to a 13-year high last 
month came from the threat to 
production and upset of markets 
by the political turmoil in South- 
east Asia. 


Metals have a history of being 


a cyclical industry, flourishing 
'hen the economy does, sinking 
rst and often furthest when 
usiness turns dull. 
Right now they're on the up- 
wing. The tax cut might make 


cycle a fairly long one.
